onicers, rode out the ftorm without receiving much damage ; 
bat upwards of twenty merchant veffels of diferent countries 
are totally loft, and confiderably above that mumber are afhore, 
with all the fimall craft of the ifland. To heighten the calami- 
ty, in the midit of the tempe(t a fire broke out at Kingfton, 
which threatened the whole town, but was fortunately extin- 
guithed without doing much mifchief. We are alfo forry to 
add, that on the 2th of September, the Ariel having left Ja- 
maica, eight days beating up the Windward Paflage, near the 
ifand of Hifpaniola, met with another hurticene, {till more for- 
midable than that of the 27th of Auguft, and from its long 
continuance, ‘with the direction that it took, the officers on 
board are apprehenfive that the ifland of Jamaica has experien- 
ced a fecond calamity greater than the former. 

From the fituation of the hip Ariel whensthe met the hur- 
ricane on the 2oth of September, which all the officers on 
board deglared exceeded every thing og ever faw or heard of, 
there cannot be a doubt but both the I'reach ifland ‘of Hifpa- 
niola, and the Spanith ifland of Cuba, muft be almoft entirely 
Weolated. For-twenty-four hours the Ariel was in fuch a fi- 
tuation, that all on board thought fhe mult inevitably have been 
foft ; but from the, abilities and exertion of the Captain and 
crew they efcaped almo{t miraculoufly.

In this dreadful convulfion of the elements, many lives muft 
have been loft; and we greatly fear, that the number already 
heard of is comparatively {mall to the total amount. Befides 
thofe above fpecified, it is faid that. no lefs than feven white 
perfons, and four negroes, were loft in the brig Swift ; among 
avhom were her kate commander, and a young gentleman of 
great abilities and merit, who was juft appoiated Captain of 
her. Another white perfon, who has been here only about 
two years, was found between two wharfs, (thofe of Melf. 
Denvie and Merchant, and Meiff. M‘Bean, ' Bagnold and Tay- 


everal drowned bodies have been interred in the Strangers’ 
burying-place ; and we are forry to be told, with fo little at- | 
tention to decency, that they,remain not more than a foot be- 
neath the earth’s furface. 

The damages done at Port-Royal are very great. 

The damage done at Fort Augulta principally confifts in the 
Hofpital (which has been finifhed about four months) being to- 
tally demolifhed, and the roofs of the Caferhent-barracks and 
the Elaboratory being blown off. The Governor’s houfe, and 
the large barracks in the center of the garrifon, would have 
thared the fame fate, had it not been for the uncommon exer- 
tions of the officers, and the great attention of Major Cooper. 

At Port-Henderfon, the whole detriment appears to be, 
that the wharf is ftripped of its plank, one floop damaged, with 
a negro-houfe, and a thed blown down: © About twenty dead 
bodies, moftly white perfons, have been driven afhore in that 
acighbourhood. 

In a letter, dated at Rocky-Point, five o’clock Sunday even- 
ing, it is faid (but we hope rather prematurely) ‘* Meff. Lyth- 
gow and M‘Lsinlay’s houfe and offices at Springfield, dwelling- 
houfe, cora-houfe, and ftill-houfe, at Hampton-Court, down ; 

Mr Robert Logan’s, Mr 
Lachlan Grant’s, Dr Jemys’s, Mr Crockatt’s, Mr Carter’s, 
the Unity, Mr Adamfon’s, Mr Woollery’s, the houfes and 
offices totally’ deftroyed ; Chifwick, great houte, overfeer’s | 
hotife, mule-houfe, down.- Daivey, great houfe and works 
much damaged. Duckentield Hall, {till-houfe, down; the 
re{t of the works much damaged. Stoak’s Hall, mill-houfe, 
mule-f{table, and carpenter’s-houfe, down; the reft much da- 
magéd. “Golden-Grove-Works much damaged.” 

In St David’s, Windfor-Caftle, the great houfe blown 
down, and three negroes buried in the ruins.
